PASS THE 
FOOD'iCONTROL BILL 


There is a popula^ demand through- 


out the country for the prompt enact- 
ment of the food bill now before con- 
gress. There may bo some details of 
the measure which should be modified 
to overcome objections that are rea- 
sonable. 
Otherwise. the .bill as a 


whole appears to 
be 
necessary to 


meet 
the 
situation and to protect 


people against the rapacity of spec- 
ulators, who, according to Mr. Hoover, 
the. food controller, have already tak- 
en a (quarter of a billion dollars from 
the people in flve months. 


In spite of this it appears 
that 


Senator 
Gore, 
Senator Reed and a 


few others are conducting a sort of 
filibuster in the "United States senate 
against this measure. ' They are hold- 
ing out for the protection of specula.- 
tors and against the interests of the 
public at large. 
Without such a law 


as provided for in this bill all military 
measures wouid be. ineffective and not 
.only would we be tinable to sustain 
the Allies hut wo should see in this 
country a scarcity and a jump in food 
prices that will cause widespread suf- 
fering. 
' 


''It is time this filibustering senate 


were halted and final action taken for 
the enactment o£ the measure.. 
There 


is much haggling over a provision to 
prevent the hoarding of food. 
This 


feature of ths measure somewhat re- 
sembles the censorship law, in that it 
wouid not bo needed except in ex- 
treme cases, ns the very 'fact that 
such a law. existed -would be- sufficient 
for the purpose Intended. 
Neverthe- 


less, the senators object to conferring 
this power upon tho president or the 
food controller. . 


The house, it appears, takes a more 


common sense view of the matter and 
Is not raising objections for the pur- 
pose of. causing delay. It is.time that 
the senators who are, holding up the 
food bill should understand trie senti- 
ment of the people 
throughout 
the 


United States in regard to their ac- 
tion. Some of the .labor .unions have 
made plain - statements in regard to 
the necessity of the food bill and they 
are right. 
There can' 'be no' doubt 


whatever that should congress fail to 
enact an adequate food control bill 
and leave speculators to corner the 
foorl supply there will bo trouble ond 
plenty of it throughout the country.

' Whilo tho municipal council IB de- 
voting a large portion of HB time to 


^ the removal ol officials with or with- 


out cause. It might be well for tho. 
oitliens to consider 
tho matter o£ 
! abolishing '.this 
body ns a useless 


source of expense, return to the old 
stylo of city council or such othor as 
tho voters may prefer and hire a city 
manager to transact the business. 
The 
exhibition of incompetency wo 


have had this year is but a repetition 
:'o£ what .we have experienced in form- 
er years when the members of the 
municipal council spent much time in 
legal battles that only brought the 
city into disrepute. 


We are nearly in the midst of the 
: building season, and yet very little has 
been done. 
Tho battle for office pre- 


cipitated by three members 
of th« 


municipal council still goes-on. Threa 
officiaJs were removed by this major- 
ity. 
All three were reinstated by the 


supremo court and now the same al- 
dermanic trio starts again to remove 
Purchasing Agent Foye, this Urns by 
mailing charges, none of which Is very 
serious and about the good faith of 
which there exists some doubt. 


The city's business is side tracked 


and delayed as a result of this legal 
fight over the offices and the city is 
kept -almost continuously before the 
courts. 


The public is getting into such a 


-state of mind over the situation that 
It may demand that the office of pur- 
'chasing agent be abolished altogether. 


If the city can .select honest officials 


for aldermen; they can be safely en- 
trusted . with the purchase of supplies 
If it be found impracticable to elect 
a board of honest and capable men, 
'then we had better get rid of the 
commission form of government. With 
the city council of the old stamp we 
got-better men and they save their 
services free to the city. 
1C we had 


'.a, single board of such men and a 
'city manager, 
the 
city's 
business 


would be more intelligently conducted 
and we should not pay men 52500 a 
;year for putting up a bluff and in ad- 
dition bringing our city into unsavory 
notoriety through litigation over polit- 
ical offices. .The work of the building 
department, the 
street department, 


the'fire and water departments is held 
.up or neglected. While this fight for 
the offices is maintained the city is 
obliged as a, result of this litigation 
to pay two sets of officials where one 
-is more than enough. 


The . question 
which the citizens 


•have to decide is whether all this liti- 
gation Is not a game of politics in 
'pursuance o£ certain plans formulated 
before election by a. local political or- 
ganization. We had been led to be- 
.lieve that party--politics would 
be 


completely eliminated by the rommis- 
iilon form of government, hut if the 
commissioners either jointly or sev- 
erally play politics, wherein does the 
city derive any benefit from this much 
boasted commission form of govern- 
ment?

They are hold- 
ing out for .the protection of specula- 
tors and against the interests of the 
public at large. Without such a law 
as provided for in this bill all military 
measures would be Ineffective and not 
only would we be unable to sustain 
the Allies but' we should see' in this 
country a scarcity and a Jump In food 
prices that will cause widespread suf- 
fering. 


It Is time ' this filibustering' senate 


were halted and final action taken for 
the enactment of the measure. There 
is much haggling over a provision to 
prevent the hoarding of' food. • This 
feature of the measure somewhat re- 
sembles the censorship law, in that It 
would not be needed except in ex- 
treme cases, as the very fact that 
such a, law existed would be.sufficient 
for the purpose intended. 
Neverthe- 


less, the senators object to'conferring 
this power upon the president or tho 
food controller. 


The house, It appears, takes a more 


common 's'ense'vfew of the matter'and 
w not raising objections for the-pur- 
pose, of causing delay. It is time that 
the senators who are holding up the

What makes engineers and shipping1 
en huro believe the inllllonR of tons of 
tipping may yet bo reclaimed la tlio 
mpllclty of design and apparent prac- 
cabllity of this submarine fort. Ling- 
[ulst has tested It under all conditions 
e has thought possible, and says It has 
•orked to his flatisfaction. 
The fort Is a massive double steel 
lambcr built in sections, so It may bo 
d jus ted to different depths. 
At tho 


>ase of the chamber la the end of a 
ontoon or flat bottom, which is hinged, 


thfit tho chanibor may rest length- 


wise on tho pontoon when not -working. 


OUTWITTING TILE U-BOATS 


In this way tho fort In towod to the 
sunken liner, 
.lust before the spot la reached, the 
base of the chamber is filled with water 
and allowed to settle until the chanibor 
upright and the pontoon Is sinking 
horizontally. The chamber is filled un- 
til the pontoon baa reached the depth 
of the wreckngc. 
Cablea hold tha chamber and pontoon 
taut. 
Others are let out and, by tho 
directions of a diver at tho botton of 
tho fort, passed 
around 
tho sunken 


liner. 
Many of tho ships sunk by German 
submarines in the Atlantic are small 
enough to be salvaged by ono of these 
submarine forts, but two forts may ba 
used tog-ether when tho work of sal- 
vaging Is too heavy for one. 
In this 
case tho forts work end to end, so tho 
hoisting cables of each may Intertwine 
about tho wreckage and tho salvaging 
be divided equally between tho two. 
Thoro Is no danger of the forts tip- 
ping over, because of the broad pontoon 


base and the powerful vacuum cup hot- 
tain of tho chamber. 
These givo tho 


lifting chamber a firm grip for hoisting. 
Sand-suckers free the wreckage frotn. 


tho Band buttoTn of the ocean, and al- 
low for the passage of cubits about tno 
liner's hull. The cables arc fastened 
tho upper ends of the pontoons. 
As the water which hag sunk the pon- 
tonns Is pumped out, the pontoons riso 
anil bring up the wreckage with thorn. 
At tho same time the vertical chamber 
returns to the horizontal. This affords 
a leverage to aid tho raising of 
tho 
pontoons. 


As tho pontoons go up, 
the vessel 
drains herself, tho water escaping the 
way it entered. Once above water, the 
damaged vessel is patched up tempor- 
arily and towed to port. 


The principle of this submarlno fort 
is based on tho gasoline engine — as tho 
water leaves the chamber the pontocn 
Is sucked up to nil the vacuum left. In 
tho same way water pushes the pontoon 
down.
